The  Kn  oho  w  glati  to  be  able  at 
length  to  say  something  commemla 
turr  of  the  Township  ColtfrmUee  for 
its  rational  treatment  of  the  Glen 
Bulge  ijueation.  The  Committee  ou 
Monday  night  voted  to  discontinue 
tire  duty  m  the  Borough,  which  was 
clearly  pacific,  and  a  saving  of  money 
to  the  township,  needlessly  expanded 
hitherto  for  heuhng  apfieratua  up  the 
hill.  They  voted  aleo  to  cu(  ••ff  the 
fire  alarm  service  from  Glen  Bulge, 
which  was  also  a  pacific  as  well  as  an 
economic  measure.  T**  cut  the 
wires  is  to  sunder,  not  ths  blest  tie 
that  binds,  but  thw  hint  entaugliuj 
political  tie  that  baa  been  a  source  of 
rivalry  and  enmity  m  the  otherwise 
separated  jnumcipalitus.  They  voted 
also  sensibly  though  tardily  to  permit 
the  North  Jersey  Railway  Company 
to  connect  by  rail  the  Township  uud 
Borough,  which  was  likewise  pacific 
toward  Glen  Bulge,  |n»seibly  a  final 
answer  to  our  oft  put  petition  “Let 
us  hav*  j>eace.  '  The  two  mumcipali 
ties  are  uow  in  all  respects  distinct 
politically  but  as  to  business,  social 
and  'church  relations  they  are  and 
should  be  cordially  united,  'lhe  trol 
ley  line  comes  m  now  *us  a  peacema 
ker,  drawing  the  two  sections  arnica 
blj. together,  every  way  except  in  the 
matter  of  local  polities.  Along  that 
line  henceforth  there  should  be  no 
more  wart  but  instead  a  generous  etu’ 
ulation,  aV  competitive  rivalry,  to  the 
end  of  demonstrating  by  object  lesson, 
by  the  logic  of  the  taxi  'ill,  which  n> 
the  inoet  satisfactory  government,  that 
of  the  Township  or  die  Borough.

,  The  reports  of  the  Provident  Associa¬ 
tion  of  St.  Louis  for  1894->i  confirm  the 
statement  recently  made  by  Professor 
Warner  of  Stanford  university.  Pro¬ 
feasor  Warner  affirmed  tluit  fully  40  per 
cent  of  all  funds  expended  on  charity 
would  be  avoided  if  enforced  idleness 
were  removed.  According  to  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Provident  association,  71  per 
cent  of  all  families  helped  in  1894  were 
compelled  to  depend  upon  charity  be¬ 
cause  of  enforced  idleness  upon  the  part 
of  the  breadwinners. 

The  report  for  1895  shows  e  slight  im¬ 
provement.  yet  66  percent  of  ell  ex 
pendituree  in  that  year  were  occasioned 
by  the  unwilling  idleness  of  men  able  to 
work.  The  charity  problem  is  au  m- 
du  trial  problem,  and  charitably  dis¬ 
poned  organisations  and  individuals, 
be  consistent,  should  look  for  prevention 
as  much  as  for  cure.  Our  social  system 
will  be  bad  ao  long  as  there  is  a  single 
pauper  able  and  willing  to  earn  his  own 
livelihood.
